Olson’s charge that Green’s indorse- | 
ment branded him as “the nation’s 
chief labor faker” was answered by the 
six union officials who said Merriam 
“stands for the principles of the AFL 


against the un-American principles of 
confiscation and destruction preached 
and practiced by the misleaders of the 
CIO.”

WARREN. O,, (U—Chairman John 
D. M. Hamilton of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee said today that re? 
publican members of the next congress 
would seek amendment of the National 
Labor Relations act “in the interest of 
fair play for the worker, fair play for 
the employer and fair play for the 
American Federation of Labor.” 

Hamilton said that republicans agree | 
with President William Green of the

the labor act is “biased.” Without 
mentioning the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization directly, he added:
